A movement seeking to “modernize” 
religion to make it fit the needs of a 
scientifically-minded world has been 
started by Dr. Jesse H. Holmes, Pro- 
fessor of. Psychology at Swarthmore 
College, in association with Dean Ros- 
coe Pound of the Harvard Law School; 
Dr. J. Russell Smith, Professor ‘of 
Economic Geography at Columbia 
University; Thomas A. Jenkings of 
the University of Chicago; and Albert 
T. Mills of James Millikin University 
at Decatur, Il. 

Severance of religion from creed and 
the substitution of the vision of an 
idealahumanity and the “God within 
man” for a “medieval, imperial deity 
who makes irrational demands” are 
outstanding points in the program. 
Thousands of letters were mailed re- 
cently to the “scientifically-minded” in 
all parts of the country and many re- 
plies, already received, have voiced 
Dr. Holmes said 
tonight. 

Although Dr. Holmes is a Quaker, 

he said the movement was not a 
“Quaker reviv@#,” but an endeavor to 
supply the “needed religious element” 
in modern life which “the great or- 
ganized Christian churches are failing 
to supply.” 
“The trend our times is scien- 
tific,” he said. “It is impossible for a 
religion which ignores or opposes this 
tendency to serve the purposes of all 
who receive modern education.’ 

Dr. Holmes indicated that the pro- 
gram would be carried out mainly 
along the lines of individual thought 
until collective action resulted spon- 
taneously.

he Rev. J. Fulton Sheen, profes- 
sor of Apologetics in the Cath- 
olic University, preaching at St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral, suggested that cer- 
tain Christian sects could not attract 
worshipers to church because their 
churches could offer nothing that was 
not in homes. 

“An organ or a pulpit can nm 
satisfy the craving of a human heart 
for the life of God,” said Father Sheen. 

“It regrettable,” he continued 
“that Christianity, with the excep- 
tion of Catholicism, has denied the 
real and living presence of Christ in 
the Eucharist. To this denial can be 
traced the decline of modern Christ- 
ianity. If Christianity means 
only a memory of some One who lived 
twenty centuries ago; if its 
is the example of some One who once 
walked the earth, and who lives in 
it no more; if its doctrine of One who 
spoke once but sbeaks no more—then 
how does Christ differ from Séneca 
or Lincoln? 

“Seneca had the power to project

Dr. Holmes says: “The trend of 
our times is scientific.” Let us grant 
this, but how can such a condition of 
affairs militate against the profession 
and practice of religion, divinely re- 
vealed?

He would not be God if He 
could thus contradict Himself: and if 
there be no God, why bother about 
any kind of religion?

Dari F. Thwing, President Em- 
eritus of Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, has given expression to some 
very sane views on Education in an 
article contributed to the New York 
Times on Sunday, November 24th, 
1929.
